and above all our body of experienced pro-
fessional officers, was go small. Toat time is
pot so dietsnt that we capnot vividly recall

where & small riot existed, We have heard
just the game thiogs all throagh from the
Spaniards and Spunish press at Havana, |
yot the insurrection has continued fo |
spread and grow stronger. Bat let us see
how thess representations of peace, tran-
quillity, and the end of the Insurrection oor-
respond with the facts and with the talegram
from Ilavana publishied at the same time with
this rose-colorad letter inour issue of Wednes- |
day. We learn from this telegram that the
Government i3 organizing several mew bat-
talions of volunteers, part for garrizon daty
and part for active service in the fleld, aund
that La Cabana, the strougest fortress in
Havans, is garrisoned by volunteers for the
purpose of letting the regular troops procsed
to Cienfuegos. It is known, too, that General
Duloe bas called npon the provisional govern-
ment of Spain [or four thousand mora Lroops.
Doss this look like tranquillity or the end of
tha ingurreotion ?

Dosa the suppression of freedom of the
press and other extreme repressive measures
ghow that there is npot vitality in the iosar-
rection? Any little success on thes part of the
Cuban patriots electrifies the whole island.
This was seen on the fail of Bayamo; for it
was followed immediaiely by revolutionary
movements in Matanzas, Cardenas, even in
Havans itself, and in other cities and towns
throughout the island, This shows unmis-
taksbly that the revolutionary fire is deep-
seated, widespread, aud ready to burat forth
into action with the least prospeot of success.
Judging from these faots and from the varions
gources of private information at our com-
mand, there iz no doubt the revolution is
strooger to-day thao it ever has been.

The Spanish Governwment, too, is strength-
ening itself undoubtedly, and the confliet may
be a terrible one. But if the Cubans should
be united and resolved to acqnire their inde-
pendence, they oan suocceed. They have, in
the mountain fastnessea and abundant re-
sources of feod in the Eastern Department,
the means of a prolonged existence. They
would acquire military experience in time
and both men and the materials of war would
ooms to them. Epainis in a revoluntionary
condition, and will have enough to do at home,
probably, to prevent any powerful effort being
made to hold Cuba. The Cabans can have
no hope of freedom or exemption from
grinding taxation from the mother
country, whatever may be the form of
%orommsnt ultimately established there.

nder Spanish rule there will always
be an enormous revenue g(neezed from them
to support the Spanish Government and a
host of hungry colonial officials. They can
uever have & finer opportunity to soquire
their independence. The honr has strack, if
they know it and will take advantage of the
time. They ought not to let slavery or any
other question divide or hinder them from
attaining Independence. Slavery is doomed,
whatever may happen and whether they
remain & colony or be indepemdent. They
had belter acknowledge this faot, therefore,
and unite upon the one idea of pendence,
Irrespective ef all other issues, and follow
the example of Lincoln's amna‘pnton pro-
clamation.

But what should be the policy of the United
PStates with re, to Cuba and the Cuban
revolution? There is no question about the
sentiment of the American people. They are
in favor of Cuban inde ence and of the in-
dependence of the whole of North America
from monarchical and E rule. Apart,
however, from mere sentiment, it is the policy
of this country to aid as far as it can ever
movement tending to disconnect this conti-
nent and lurronmsling iglands from Earopean
control. In this way will our commerce
and American ideas be extended. Caba inde-
mnﬂem of Bpain, for example, would prove

more valuable to us in a commercial point
of view than it is now. Besides, it ia the inevi-
table deatiny of that ialand, as well as the rest
of North Amerioa, to ultimately fall into our
tioal system and to be united with vs, It

8 the first duty of our statesmen, then, to
watoh the algus of the times and to seize every
fair opportnnity of carryiug out the destiny
of our country. We owe unothing to Spain or
the other nations of Europe for our political
existenos. They losidiously endeavored to
dismember the republic and to plant an impe-

rial monarchy on our border when we were
plunged in & terrible oivil war, and Spain was
one of the enemics. It has been our policy to

the general determination that the nation
shonld never again be suffered to fall into a
condition go hopelesa.

It is hardly suffivient to reply that we now
bave officers enough for a large army. We
shall have fewer to-morrow, and still fewer
next year: and very soon, indeed, if proper |
military institutions are not kept up, we shall -}
be sgein in that weak and unprepared condi-
tion which entailed om us so much misery,
waste, death, aud conticuing debt.

Such volunteer officers as (Grenerals Buatler,
Sohenck, Logan, and Banks, we must reflect,
never ponght military rank and position in
the line of professional ocsupation, They
sullered no wrong by being promptly mus-
tered out of the service. Their arenas wera
different. Thrast them snddenly on a plea of
economy out of their political positions and
preferments, with wo vchauce of returuiog, and
they might look on this matter in a diffsrent
light. The regnlar army officer, taken by
the Government as a boy, and monlded exclu-
sively Lo its own purposes, to whom the mili-
tary life was his career, who spent his yvonth
and manhood in it, and whose praiseworthy |
profegsional ambition was to reach a position
booorable in the eyes of his countrymen and
of his degcendants—to kim the military pro-
fession ia all in all, The Toomases and Meades
of our army have no prospect or desire, ex-
cept as oflicers of our army.

o violently and arbitrarily dislocate and
disorganize the body to which they belong,
and which bears the records of their honor-
able career, is nujust to such officers. It is
flagrantly unjust to claim that as the conntry
bas no need, for the momsent, of their ser-
vices, their career shall eud; that after io-
vesting a large part of their lives in this vo-
cation, they shall be foreed to seek aunother.
The gradual system proposed by the Mili-
tary Committee will soon place the reduced
force in harmeny with the proposed organiza-
tion, and yet, meanwhile, work no injustice
to a body of oflicers who merit Leing treated
with more consideration than the rude dis-
missal which has been urged by some mem-
bers of the House.

Two or three years ago the idea of buying
or hiring the Bay of Samana as a naval station
for the United Btates came up, The moment
it was broached, and before we had time to
thiuk of it, the San Dominicans went to cut-
ting esch other’s throats over the proapsct.
A questionable honor and &n unquestionably
small profit before, their Preuidon? saddenly
loomeﬁ into grandenr by reason of the enor-
mons rema!s which the bay wounld probably
bring. Baez and Cabral! took opposite sides
on the guestion, and, though mosat of our peo-

The Trilune ia over-vonfident in its opinion
that there can be no ill-feelivg between the
Bepublican party aud General Grant, [f the
Hepublicans trast the new President, why are
they unwilling that he should exervies powers
that have always belonged to that office ? As
they never would have taken thoas powera
away from Linooln, why are they nnwilling to
restore them to Grant 7 No other resson oan
be given than this:—That they dara not trust
(irant a8 thoy trusted Lincoln ; that they re-
gard Liim as a man to be treated as they have
treated Jobneon, rather than as thay treated
Lincoln, The Tenura-of-Office act is lilke the
safeguard called a *‘poke’’—a sort of yoke
with a pole protruding in front—put by
farmers on the necks of unruly cattle to pre-
vent their leaping over fences. A well-dis-
posed animal that keaps within the limits of
hia own pasture is never dizabled by & poka.
When the poke which President Jobnson has
been forced to wear is put upon the neck of
President Graot, it sdvertises hiw a8 a vicions
and unruly officer who cavuot be truated.
The Tenure-of-Oflice aot is & mark of ignominy,
which was intended partly to restrain, and
partly to iusult, a President who was de-
nonnced as o traitor and & renegade.  Con-
sidering the motives in which it originated,
ovd the humiliation meant to ba put upon
Mr. Jobhpeon by its passage, General Graot
hag & right to resemt, and he must
be either more or less {than A man
if he does not resent, such an insulting
restraint npon his ofliclal freedom. It is ke
requirivg a man to give heavy bail before he
18 accuged of any crime, from mere suspicion
of his character. If there is no ground to
fear that General Grant will abuse the power
«f removal, then there is no reasom why he
shonld mot be trusted with it. The Tribune
itselfl said, on the Lst of May last, speaking of
Jobmson, ‘‘the soomer the President ia re-
moved, the sooner the law can be dispensed
with''—a clear admission that the only neces-
gity for its continuance waa to restrain a
President who would abuse his power. There
is no resisting the conclusion that the non-
repesl of the law ia an alfront and an indignit
te Greneral Grant, putting him on a level wit
President Johngon, And the T'ilwune thinks
Lim guch a model of meskness that Le will
patiently bear the insult!

General Butler as an Economist.
From thve N, Y, Journal or Conimneroe.

When a man of Geperal Batler’s great en-
ergy and persistence takea up retrenchwment
and economy as a hobby, we feel confidence
that somethiog will come of it. In his new
role a8 & foe to national extravagance and
waste, his alliance will be warmly welcomed
by all those who in vain have sounded the
warniogs of impending bankruptoy in the ears
of the Government for some time past, Abont
(ieneral Butler there are some things which it
is not pleasant to remember. But the Ameri-
can people are quick at forgetting; and the
errors of General Butler’s past will speedily
be lost sight of if he will but turn his talents
and great force of character into the right
channel. To have moved a repeal of the
Tenure-of-Ofiice law and carried it is a feather
in his cap; and, if he can now succeed in
cutting down the regular army to about half
its present size and saving $40,000,000 or
£60,000,000 a year by it, he will be entitled to,
and will receive, a high degree of praise from
men of all parties, army oilicers, contraotors,
and johbinasnlitioiuu alone excepted.

The Uni States army cost, for the last
year the enormous sum of $123,240,648, and
for the previous year 95,224 415, The great
increase in one year is attriboted to cam -
ing against the #, & most expenaive
procodure, whioh has been, it may be admit-
ted, temporarily successful in taming down
the ferocity of the red-skins, but which must
not be relied en a8 & regular resort year after
year. It wounld be cheaper for us to buy their
good-will with unlimited blankets, beads,
provisions, and luxuries of varieus kinds,
toan to fight them at this rate —especially
when all we have to show for the outlay of
rome $30,000,000 are a few dozen dead war-
riors, & lot of captured squaws and pappooses,
droves of horses, half of which are not worth
keeping, quantities of monldy buffslo robes
aud other traps thsat have to be burnt to
prevent their spreading wngly contagions
AIODE COT meD.

Into this bloated, nuwisldy, unnecessary
wilitary establishment General Butler thrusts
the knife of reform; minding not where it
cute; sparing neither high vor low., We will
glance at his principal proposed amendments
of the bill *“for the support of the army."

To begin, he slashes at the office of General,
declaring that vacant from the 4ih of March,
1809, Thben he provides that the ofice of L'en-
tepant. Genera! shal! continue until & vacaocy
ehall oceur in it, and no louger. The brevet
commisgion bumbng is despatched at one
swiit stroke. The land pow swarms with
Lrevet major generals and brigadiers, many
of whow have wen those nominal honors by
fawnivg and beggivg, while far more desery-
ing officers, gnperior to the arts of flattery and
geli-edvancement, are obliged to remain
volonels, majors, captains, aud lientenauts,
and are thought none the lesg of by the public
{ we may add) beyansge of their non-promotion,

General Butler proposes to choke off misgel-
laneons breveting by a provision that com-
mission by brevet shall be conferred only for
distivguished and meritorious conduct and
important service in the presence of the
enemy, and within one year afier the same is
rendered, and sball bear date from the par-
ticular action or service for which the officer
was brevetted. This is excellent. The
major-generals are to be cut down from five to
thires; the brigadiers from nine to five, and
the officers now holding the positions of adjn-
tant-geperal, quartermaster-general, commis-
ury-g&narll‘. chief of orduance, chief of sngl-
neers, paymaster-general, surgeon-general
and judge advoeste-general, are Lo be radnumi
from the rank and pay of brigadier to those
of colons]l; sod the whole number of offlvers
gerviog In the above-named stall departments
or corps rednced one-half.

In avotlier seotion of the bill the cash com-
muiation of quarters, fuel, forags, servauts’

wages, ‘ete,, {8 declared abolished. Bat the
musterstroke of General Butler's bill (s in
tnoceeding eections, where he provides for the
tvduotion of the army from forty.flve regl-
ments to twenty-four, from 45,000 men (the
roster of September 30, 1868) 1o 25,000,
These are the main points of a bill whioch fa
one of the moat jndiclond and commendable
measures of reform introduced into Congress
of late years.

If General Butler caran for the good opinion
of his conntrymen, we assure him thst he
o hit vpon no belter way of seouring (L than
Ly diligently following np the sconomical tack.
